The Conjauolbion of Mars 
and Satnru. 

The pvesoiit piuxiinit.y of ^^a^^^ and 
Saturn iu tho hoiivuiis, huvs tlio Now 
York 'AVorhr has occasioned much 
star paziniT, Mars is now 65 defjreea 
from perihelion : t hat is, ho is ahnost 
at that? point in his cliiit ical orbit urar- 
est the sun, bcinL; also in opp'jsition 
to tho Garth, or on tlm npposito nido 
of tho earth fruni tho sun, and receiv- 
ing the maximum amount of light. To 
those enffaged in tho stiidj' of the 
planets photo^'rnphieally tho }n-oaent 
aspect of ^[ni'.s is a very favorable one, 
for not only is his disk lar;jor, but it 
is more brilliantly illuminated and 
therefore better able to bear telescopic 
magnifying. Before 1877 tho phiiict 
will have reached his ostrenio point 
in perihelion, and \vill pro 
Hont a brighter api)eariinoo than for 
thirty years past, and stand out a con- 
spicuous object in the heavens, the 
firey, ruddy hue which he assumes 
making his disk readily disceruablo. 
Tho present oijnjiuictioti of the two 
lunivonly bodies is noteworthy by rua- 
Kou of its infrecpif iiry. Mars' tiiiui of 
levolution about llio sun in twice that 
of the earth, while Saturn has a year 
twenty-nine and a half times ours. The 
least common, multiple of these three 
terms lahoald indicsilo, within reason- 
able limits, tho porioda elapsing between 
tho conjunction of tho two planets in 
opposition to the sun. Sai)i)osiug, 
then, that the three planets are now 
in a line, passing as one through the 
sun, whioh was very nearly the case 
on Friday evening last, it will be over 
a thousand years before human eyes 
will be afforded a ijiinilar sight. When 
first obRerved, tho planet Mars seem- 
ed to have i position below that of his 
greater brother, Saturn. .A iiiL,'lit or 
two after, however, ho had pushed up 
to that point at the siilo of the more 
distant body. Tiiis apparent change 
as regards the observer on earth, is 
due to the different inclinations of the 
planes of tho orbits in whicii tho two 
planets are nioviiiL^ to th(; huii's appar- 
ent path. Satnru, in his slow pro- 
gress through the lieavtin:, is coni- 
parativelv motionless, at least for so 
short a period as a few days, while 
Mars and the earth have a motion 
readily perceptible from tlay to ^day; 
hence tho upward and onward step of 
Mars in his journey from east to west 
beneath Saturn and up to his orbit to- 
wards his perihelion.

An Audit. 



UupleasaHt intelligence is received 
from the Cape. Mr. A. J. Yan Breda, 
the Assistant Treasui'er-General, was 
arrestedfor the theft of £62,5G7,whicb, 
it ia alleged, he abstracted from tho 
Treasury, and "lent" to friends, most 
of tbom officials, and some of thorn iu 
the Treasury, Dofiilciilioiis uro i)osbi- 
hlo, of course, in British Columbia ua 
■well as tho Capo Colouy, l)ut it oamo 
out in the investigationa that tho de- 
faloations extend over a period of fif- 
teen years, that the books aro so badly 
kept that the oxniiiiniug; accountants 
appointed by Governiaont woro six 
months hunting out tho facts, and 
that tho Treasurer-Gouoral never has 
the keys of his own department in his 
possession. No kind of thorough au- 
dit appears to have been attempted. 
Tho ailair was rovealod, apparently 
after years of silence, by an account- 
ant in the office. Without intending 
in the least to oast reflections on any 
person connected v^^ith one Govern- 
ment we express tho liope that a tho- 
rough audit of tlio ])ublic accounts 
will be made by tho JIouso as soon 
after it asHeiiil)ios as possible. The 
present arrangements for audit aro not 
satisfactory, and an oxpericuccd ac- 
countant should bo engaged to attend 
the sittings of tho Public Accounts 
Committee and make an cxliaustivu 
aiamination and repiul ou tlu; liuan- 
cial condition of tho I'rovincc. A 
well grounded impression has gone 
abroad that the Province is several 
hundred thousand dollars in debt; that 
the Banks will not advance one cent 
to the Government; that in-iv-ato par- 
ties have made temporary loans at 
ruinous rates of interest; that largo 
sums of money aro duo contractors; 
and that the current subsidy of Cana- 
da, due on the 1st inst., will not bo 
paid in consc(iuence of the hoavv pe- 
cuniary liabilities uf this ( lovcriimont 
to tho Ottawa Cu)vernirient . It those 
reports bo true, it doesi ot require the 
report of an auditor to cojivince 
people that there has been a shameful 
"waste 6f public money since tho i)re- 
sent men came into power. "I want," 
cried a budding atatesman at Alhaui- 
bra Hall one evening, "to seo money 
Bowed broadcast through this i'ro- 
vince." Perhajis the ])oor man ima- 
gined that "money being the root of 
all evil" would "grow" if dropped by 
the wayside or deposited iu dosort 
places. This Ciovernnient has hud the 
handling during the past three years 
of a very large amount of gold — much 
larger than most persons imagino. Lust 
year S833,39G was voioil by tho Houso. A 
portion of this amount {chiu-f,'eut5lo to 
drydock account) was n rovoto; but, as 
we have shown in previous articles, tho 
TOtes in the Houso havo boon largely ex- 
co«(led! Therefore, if wo sot tho amount 
of each of the three years' oxpondituro at 
SGOO.OOO, W9 havo tho mr.KmliceiU total 
of 31,800,000 oipendod. Not a stiwr 
has gone into the drydock. Some 
Y9ry necos.sary work ordered to 
bo maintained on tho Island and 
Mainland by tho llouso has not boon 
touched. Yet tho debt staring tho Pro- 
vince in tho face is from 6-100,000 to 
8500, 000, aud tho public croilit is exhaust- 
ed both bore and ut Ottawa. This is 
certainly a wretched showing, bad, un- 
der any circumstances, but worao when it 
is oonsidered that Vi'hon tho present Min- 
istry aBBumod the reins of Government 
the Prorinco did not owe n penny. 
A Committee of I'ublic Aci-ounts teems 
the ouo thing noodful to bring order out 
of oh.ios, to cxaxnino tho liooks ."mhI 
vouchors — to make croolu'd phices 
straight and rough places smootli.

It is because the 
Government have cut loose from and ig- 
nored the principles on which their ro- 
aponsibility to tho country is fonnde<l 
that the present state of things oxista. If 
tha Government had not cxcwedad thoir 
oonstitntional power and tho votes of the 
House there would be no ncoesaity for 
Bbfoi\u — no outcry against a longer leaeo 
of th« ofEoial life of men who havo prov- 
ed their unworthiness to enjoy it. Ui;- 
sponaiblo Govemnu-ut in itaclf is good. 
It is not tho uso, but tho abuso of it that 
we are called on to deplore.
